THE EGYPTIAN MUDDLE. 


ALL HOPES OF THE SULTAN SIGNING THE 
CONVENTION DESTROYED. 


Turkey Frightened by French and Russian 
Threats—Cardinal Mannimg’s Indignant 
Denial—Frank O’Donnell’s Threat—The 
Queen's Garden PFarty— Trial ef Russian 
Nihilists — Boulanger’s Appointment — 
The War in Afghanistan—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, June 29.—The further postpone- 
ment of the ratification of the Egyptian Con- 
vention has practically destroyed all hopes 
that the Sultan will ever give his consent. He 
is clearly frightened by the threats of Russia 
to advance in tne direction of Erzeroum, and 
of France to prociaim a protectorate over the 
famous holy places. Russia and France are 
said to object to the clause by which the non- 
ratification by any one of the great Powers 
will be regarded as justification for continuing 
the occupation by England. That, is, if 
France or Russia refuses to ratify, En- 
gland is to be allowed to remain 
in Egypt sine die. This is an impossible sit - 
uation. Though Wolff is a clever, rather than 
a far seeing diplomatist, it is hardly likely 
that the can have been treading on such 
dangerous ground, In any case, Salisbury’s 
failure is assured. 

CARDINAL MANNING'S DENIAL. 

Cardinal Manning has written a strong letter 
to the Times, denying that Persico’s 
mission to Ireland was prevented by 
him and Archbishop Walsh. He 
completely identifies himself with the 
archbishop and indignantly flings back from 
himself and his colleague the epithet of ‘‘sep- 
aratists. The inference from this letter is 
that the English party at the Vatican isto be 
beaten, and no attempt is to be made to dis- 
turb the relations between the priesthood in 
Ireland and the national cause. 

O'DONNELL’S THREAT. 

Frank O'Donnell, the able but not too 
scrupulous man who, some time ago, broke 
with Parnell, is, I believe, serious in 
his threat of an action for libel. 
against the Times. He demands an apology 
and the gift of £10,000to some charities as an 
alternative. The Parnellites hold aloof from 
him, but if any action is taken Parnell will be 
sammoned asa witness. The trial would, 
therefore, indirectly raise the great issue. 

PROCLAIMING THE LEAGUE. 

Ihear that the Government intends to pro- 
claim the National League in at least three 
counties, Cork, Clare and Kerry, immediately 
on the passage of the coércion bill, before 
Parliament arises. If so, such action will cer- 
tainly be challenged, and we may expecta 
stormy end of the session. a 

TREVELYAN’S Nor. 

Trevelyan bas gone over ompletely to the 
Gladstonian party. His letter contaizs 
a stinging rebuke to Chamberlain, 
whom he practically accuses of dis- 
ingenousness of language and conduct. 
Chamberlain is busy, meanwhilc, fomenting 
with Churcbill the intrigue which he dignifies 
by the name ofa national party. Hartington 
stands aloof. There is a small party among 
the Moderate Unionists which is inclined 
definitely to the Gladstonlan side.

CARDINAL MANNING'S CARD. 

LONDON, June 29.—Cardinal Manning writes 
to the Times protesting against its circula- 
tion of the statement from Rome that the Irish 
mission of Mgr. Persicoand Mgr. Gualdi had 
been revoked at the instance of Cardinal Man- 
ning and Archbishop’ Walsh of Dublin, and 
branding the latter two as active promoters of 
separatist intrigues. The Cardinal 
says: „1 gladly unite myself with 
Archbishop Walsh. He is but slightly 
known in England, except in the 
descriptions of those who are fanning the 
flames of animosity between England and Ire- 
land. Iam known in England, both to the 
Ministers of the crown and to the leaders of 
the opposition, and I will leave it to them, 
who well know my mind, to answer for me, 
and I, who know the mind of Archbishop

RESENTMENT A DUTY. 

In conclusion the Cardinal says: ‘‘If, sir, I 
have written with unusual warmth, I confess 
that I hold that resentment is sometimes «a 
duty, and this is such a time, when your words 
touch our highest responsibility and inflame 
more and more the heated contentions be- 
tween two peoples whom justice and truth 
would still bind in peace and unity. I ask 
you, sir, as an act of justice, to give this a 
prominent place in the Times as you have 
unwarily given to the unhappy imputations,’’ 

THE TIMES’ COMMENT. 

The Times, in an editorial, excuses the first 
charge which Cardinal Manning complains of 
by saying that it has simply reproduced a 
Reuter Telegram Company’s dispatch from 
Rome. Itassures the Cardinal that it has no 
desire to meet the other charge by either gloss 
or evasion. It would judge Archbishop Walsh 
by hisown written and spoken words. He 
was, in a very strict sense of the word, a sepa- 
ratist. It was sorry it he nad wrongly been led 
to believe that Cardinal Manning was a warm 
supporter ot Mr, Glaistone’s separatist policy, 
but if the facts were 80 no peculiar interpreta- 
tion of language could alter them. 

THE QUEEN'S GARDEN PARTY. 

The Queen’s garden party at Buckingham 
Palace this afternoon was a great social event. 
Seven thousand invitations were issued. All 
the royal visitors who came to attend the jubi- 
lee were present. 

CHAMBERLAIN SARCASTIC. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain writes a sarcastic 
letter in reply to Sir G. O. Trevelyan’s 
letter of yesterday. The latter con- 
trovertead Mr. Ohamberlain’s previous 
deciaration that nothing but the refusal of the 
Giadstonians to make concessions in their 
Irish programme prevented the reunion 
of the Liberal party, by saying 
that the Gladstonians had made con- 
cessions on every disputed point. Mr 
Chamberlain now says that Mr. Trevelyan’é 
statement is simply a long apology for his 
short lite as @ Liberal-Unionist. ‘‘He has 
unconditionally surrendered,’’ says Mr. 
Chamberlain, und is now vainly striving to

Solicitor-General for Ireland, will succeed him 
as Attorney-General, and that Sergt. Peter 
O’Brien will become Solicitor-General. 

SUFFERING FROM DROUTH. 

The town of Bantry is suffering from drouth, 
and the inhabitants have great difficulty in 
procuring water. Capt. Blackburn, of 
Her Majesty's ship Shannon, which 
is stationed in Bantry Bay, offer 
to furnish forty tons of condensed water 
to relieve the town’s wants, but the Board of 
Poor Law Guardians met and resolved to de- 
cline to accept any favors from the Shannon’s 
captain in consequence of the insult he had 
offered the inhabitants in seizing Mr. Mur- 
phy’s yacht for flying a green flag on Jubilee 
Day. 


France. 


RADICALS OFFENDED. 

PARIS, June 29.—The Radicals are offended at 
the conduct of Mgr. Rotelll, the new papal 
nuncio at Paris, in appearing as principal 
guest at a recent royalist sotree and intend to 
question the Chamber of Deputies about it. 

ADOPTED BY THE CHAMBER. 

The Chamber of Deputies, by a vote of 278 to 
240, has agreed toa clause of the army bill, 
which provides that students of the Normal 
school may be drilled at school, and that the 
time thus spent shall be considered equivalent 
to military service. 

BOULANGER’S APPOINTMENT. 

The newspapers assert that Gen. Boulanger 
was unaware of the Government’s inten- 
tion to appoint him to the com- 
mand of the Thirteenth Army corps, 
until he saw the announcement of the actual 
appointmentin the press. The statement is 
reiterated that the sppointment is made for 
the express purpose of getting Boulanger 
away from Paris during the nations 
fetes and review in July, and 
by his presence tempt the people into a 
demonstration in his favor and against Ger- 
many. The police have confiscated the entire 
issue of a picture representing Boulanger as 
the savior of France, prepared for distribu- 
tien during the fetes. 


Russia. 


TRIAL OF A BAD CROWD. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, June 29.—The Official Mes- 
senger announces that twenty-one persons 
were tried at 8t. Petersburg between the 7th and 
16th of the present month on the charge of 
being active members of the secret society 
called the ‘‘Will of the People, ef com- 
plicity in several murders,. that of 
Chief of Police Col. Südemm, of partict- 
pation in a number of robberies, of having as- 
sisted in several dynamite outrages, and of 
having taken part in the starting of unlaw- 
ful secret printing offices. Three of the 
prisoners, Frenkelssemen, Bielvussoff and 
Lebredenko, were acquitted. Lopotin, 
an ex-official; Ssalowa, an officer’s daugh- 
ter; Suchomlin, Komasbevitchkusin and 
Ivanoff, sons of officials; Jakubovitch, a stu- 
dent; Starodvolsky, a priest’s son; Hopoff, 
Jelko, Antonoff, Livadin and Volnoff, trades- 
men; Geier, an officer’s son, and Dobruskina, 
a woman, were all sentenced to death. The 
death sentences were, however, commuted in 
the cases of Livadin and Hopoff to exile in 
Siberia and in those of the others to imprison- 
ment at hard labor. 


Egypt. 
FRANCE’S POSITIVE OBJECTION. 

Lonpon, June 29.—It is reported that M. 
Waddington, the French Ambassador here, 
has informed Lord Salisbury that no French 
cabinet could sign a document giving England 
a preponderance in Egypt, even for a limited 
time. 


THE PORTE EXASPERATED. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June W. —The threats of 
France in connection with the Anglo-Turkish 
Convention have had the effect of exaspera- 
ting the Porte. It is believed that the Sultan 
will finally sign the convention. The Porte 
has declined to grant aconcession for the con- 
struction of Asiatic railways to a syndicate 
composed of Frenchmen. 

DISCUSSING MODIFICATIONS, 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, the British en- 
voy for the settlement of Egyptian 
affairs, spent three hours to-day 
with the Ottoman commission in a 
discussion of the modifications proposed by 
the Porte in the Egyptian Convention. The 
commission will hold another conference on 
Thursday. Itis stated that England will not 
aceede to Turkey’s demand that England 
shall only have the right to re-occupy Egypt 
in the case of Turkey being unable to send her 
own troops and applies for England’s assist- 
ance. 


Afghanistan. 


BESIEGING GHUZNI. 

BOMBAY, June 29.—Natives state that Sirdar 
Novr Mahomed, a leader in the Ghilzai 
rebellion, recently captured Gardez 
without fighting and afterwards marched 
upon Ghuzni. He gave battle to the Ameer’s 
troops twice before Ghuzai,killing 180 ot them, 
and is now beseiging that town.

Trial of the Sensational Little Attempted 
Murder Case— Notes. 


The preliminary examination of Mr. Wm. 
Little on a charge of an attempt to kill 8. H. 
s was begun before Squire Guentz yester- 

y afternoon. On account of the great inter- 
est taken in the case the examination was held 


in the Circuit-court room instead of in ’Squire 
Guentz’s office, which was far too small to ac- 
commodate the crowd of people who wished 
to be in attendance. Mrs. Sarah Begole, Lit- 
tle’s divorced wife; her daughter, Jessie 
Begole; 8. H. Foss and his = two 
daughters, Jessie and Ella Foss, were placed 
on the stand, and all testified that it was Little 
who fired the shot, and that the shooting oc- 
curred a few minutes before 9 o’clock. This 
closed thease for the State, and the adjourn- 
ment was then taken untilthis morning. The 
court-room was crowded this morning w 1en the 
case was resumed. The defense recalled Miss 
Jessie Begole, and she was asked whether, in 
the presence of Mary Yaeger the morning after 
the shooting, she had not said to Dave McFar- 
land that she du not know who fired the shot. 
She denied having made such an admission. 
Wim. Little, the defendant, was then placed 
on the stand, His testimony was that on the 
night ot the alleged attempt to assassinate 
Foss he (@ittlie) had eaten supper at 
with . bis family, and 
the meal he went 
house. He remained at Dr. 
Bates’ untile 8:30 o’clock. After leaving the 
Doctor’s residence he met Frank Evans with 
whom he remained under thé lamplight con- 
versing for about ten minutes. His son, 
William, then came up and Evans 
left. He and his son remained 
in the corner until his daughter Maud and 
Daisy Bates came along, which was at about 
twenty minutes of 9 o’clock. His daughter 
was accompanying Daisy Bates home. He 
stopped them and when he had 
watched Daley enter her father’s 
house he. and his little daughter 
started for home. They arrived there at ex- 
actly a quarter to 9 o’clock, and he went into 
the hall and gat down at a table to look over 
some papers. He did not again leave the house. 
Miss Susie Weil, who lives across the strees 
from the Littles, testified that she was sitting 
on her front steps and saw Mr. Little and bis 
daughter Maud when they arrived from 
Bates’. After they entered the house she still 
remained on the steps and afew minutes after 
wards she heard the 9o’clock express go by. 
As Foss and the other witnesses for the prose- 
cution had testified that it was just a few min- 
utes before the express passed that the 
shot was fired, iss Well’s testimony 
was considered to support the 
defendant’s claim of Innocence very 
strongly. The best witness introduced 
by the defense, however, was Henry Brock 
horn, a farmer. He said that on ‘his way 
home he passed Littie’s house and saw Miss 
Carrie Little sitting on the steps and 
the defendant sitting at a table in 
the hall. He had not gone a dlock 
further when the express went by. After 
Brockhorn had given his evidence court was 
adjourned until 2 o’clock this afternoon. It is 
the prevailing opinion that Little will be dis- 
charged.

MR. STICKNEY BEGINS THE ARGUMENT IN 
THE GREAT BRIBEBY CASE.

The Evidence Arraign 
ment of the Prosecution’s Methods— 
Claim That There Was No Bribery on the 
Part of Sharpe—A Strong Appeal te the 
Jury for an Acquittal, 


NEw Tonk, June W. —The thirty-fourth ana 
last day of the Sharpe trial dawned bright and 
clear.. The aged defendant shuffled into court 
at one door as Judge Barrett came in at 
another. He appeared much more feeble than 
usual, walking with great difficulty to his 
place. A delay of ten minutes was 
occasioned at the request of Mr. Stick- 
ney before he commenced to sum 
up. After thanking the jury for its in- 
dulgenee of yesterday in allowing him until 
to-day to prepare his address, he stated that 
hitherto his practice has been with cages in-* 
volving property and that this is his first 
criminal case. He would not attempt to de- 


liver an eloquent address, but to make a 


clear, sensible argument that will appeal to 
reasoning men, 

»The charge, said he, is one of bribery, 
not of conspiracy. Mr. Sharpe is charged 
with corrupting Fuligraff with a proffer of 
money for his vote in the Board of Aldermen, 
What evidence has been brought forward to 
prove this charge? None. You are asked to 
send Sharpe to prison and to impose practically 
a sentence of death upon him, because some- 
body corrupted the Board of Aldermen.’’ 

THE EVIDENCE ATTACKED, 

There is not a particle of evidence of the 
payment of money to the Aldermen. They 
are said to have met in McLougblin’s house, 
long before any railroad matter came before 
them, and that there it was said that an offer 
of $500,000 had been made, or wastobe. This 
is no evidence that anything of the kind took 
place. Counsel here read from g case 
brought against the Erie Railway in 
1878, for the use of money in the 
Legislature. A. F. Clarke made the 
argument and held that the money used 


was extorted as blackmail, and as a ransom 
for the road that the brigands might take their 
hands from its throat. Tnat Fuligraff gota 
dollar from any one outside of the Board of 
Aldermen there is not aword of evidence. 
Sharpe, who, it is claimed, was the head and 
front of this road, held just 480 shares, worth 
probably $70,000, and that was his whole in- 
terest. The Sev enth Avenue Railroad men 
held the stock for self-protection. How can 
Sharpe be connected with the alleged $500,000 
corruption fund only because he voted for an 
issue of bonds for that amount?’’ 


NO BRIBERY. 

This has been proven by the prosecution’s 
witnesses, and if you cannot condemn them, 
how can you find against him? Is there to be 
one law for them and another for him? They 
that some improper use of that 
money was made on August 2, 188. It 
was in the hands of the proper officer 
of the company, and was never used by 
Mr. Sharpe, in whole or m part, for that or for 
nant | other purpose. He had no more control 

tthan you had. It was voted for proper 
uses by the officers of the company~and& that 
is all the evidence there is about it. Are any 
of them guilty of bribery and corruption? Is 
Jacob Sharpe any more guilty? You are not to 
try this case on surmises and suspicions or 
imaginings on the evidence. Mr. Sharpe’s 
connection with the scheme may be stated 
thus: For thirty years he has been actively in- 
terested in moving for a railroad on Broad- 
way, and in 1884 he secured the passage of an 
act authorizing it. He then pressed his efforts 
and was continually at the office of Robinson, 
Scribner & Bright, and the evidence is that he 
was never there for any improper purpose. 
These gentlemen have been on the stand, and 
Col, Fellows will not ask you to discredit 
them, They say there was no conspiracy. 
Will you find that there was by inference? 
Sharpe was there, s0 was Moloney, but there 
is no evidence to show that they were there 
other than for a legal purpose. 

NO CONSPIRACY. 
Nov, gentlemen, every act of Mr. Sharpe, 
as has deen shown, is devoid ot 
guilt. There is not aie scintilla 
of evidence to connect him with the 
bribery of Fullgraff. You have no right to 
consider the question of conspiracy at all, 
as the word does not occur in the in- 
dictment, and if such a thing should happen 
as to find Sharpe guilty of such a thing, it 
would simply be judicial murder. There was 
no conspiracy. hese men were engaged ina 
railroad enterprise, and, if this was a conspir- 
racy, then there wags a conspiracy, and 
Messrs. Scribner and Bright were pa ties to 
it. The Aldermen of 188 struck everything in 
which there was any pecuniary,value. They 
struck for money right and left. They had 
$1,000 bills and no one knows where they came 
from. Fullgraffsays he got money from De 
Lacey; but there is no proof of any connection 
between De Lacey and the Seventh Avenue 
Railway, much less Mr. Sharpe. Would you 
find a verdict in a case for $25 on the evidence 
of such a man as Fuligraff, who has not onl 
perjured himself, but who goes on the stan 
nd admits that he violated every oath he ever 
k? Yet his evidence is the backbone of 
this case, and the Judge will tell you 
that you have the right to reject it altogether. 
Every man in this room has had to submit to 
exactions. If you go to the Custom-house you 
will have to pay bribes to the ofiicials 
get what you are entitled to. 
If you go to the Register“ 
office you must pay bribes to clerks and of- 
ficials, and every law office in this city has had 
to do it, and is compelled to pay bribes, and it 
it will be so until honest public officials are 
elected. 

Now Fuligraff, the District Attorney says, 
has testified in this case and will then take up 
his residence in adistant State. This means 
that this is to be the last of the bribery 
trials, forno one can be convicted without 
him. -It means that this old man of 70 years is 
to be sent to prison and the Aldermen, about 
whose guilt there is no question, are 
to be allowed to go scot free. And now I say 
to the great State of New York: Clean your 
own house, put only honest men in office and 
you will have no more of bribery.’’ 

Mr. Stickney then read Canvasser Powell’s 
evidence to the jury, and continuing, 
said: We might have resorted to 
the common artifice of having 
Mr. Sharpe’s wifeand daughter beside him at 
the end. We have avoided trick and device to 
infmence your judgment, for we believe in the 
justice of cur cause. Does Mr. Sharpe fear 
the result? He has been hounded by the whole 
press without as much as one single sheet sug- 
gesting that he was entitled toa fair trial. If 
he was not confident he had ample time 
to flee. I demand of you that you protect bim, 
and see that he receive at your hands the ver- 
dict of acquittal to which he is entitied.’’ 

This ended Mr. Stickney’s address, and on 
motion of Col. Fellows an adjournment until 
2 0’clock was had.

MILITARY MANEUVERS, 


THE GREAT ane iv AT THE AGRICUL 
TUBAL HALL IN LONDON, 


Features of Skill and Daring shown by Sol- 
diers in the Various Branches of the En- 
glish Service—‘‘Lemon Cutting”’—‘‘Tent 
Pegging”’—Musical Ride of the Horse 
Guards—Wonderful Horsemanship.

Loxpox, June 29.—The military tournament 
now going on at the Agricultural Hall is one 
of the annual show featureg of London. This 
is the eighth exhibition. The soldiers in the 
various branches of the English service have 
the opportunity of showing features of Skill 
and daring and giving some idea of the value 
of special training schools. Judging By the 
results of yesterday, I should say that the 
tPRining they have, as shown in the mag- 
nificent contests, of physical endurance and 
the practical duties of pg soldier, is 
of a very high character. The hall is 
large and long, with an arena 800 feet 
in length and about 200 in width. One of the 
first exhibitions of riding was what is known 
as ‘‘lemon cutting Two lemons were sus- 
pended bya thread about fifteen feet apart. 
Atasignal from the bugler the rider would 
dome dashing at full speed and as he flew 
down by the lemons he would make a forward 
out at the first thread and a backward cut at 
the next ong. The distance between the 
two is very short and the speed was 
tremendous, yet two or three of the 
most skillful riders succeeded in dropping each 
lemon. This trial was followed by ‘‘tent-peg- 
ging.’’ In the first place a square peg, painted 
white, was driven well down in the ground, 
leaving four inches standing above. Then 
various members of the corps of Lancers 
would charge down at itin full speed, andin 
passing would strike this peg full with the 
lance and tear itfrom the ground and carry it 
clear to the end of the arena on the point of 
the lance. 

THE PEG-STICKING HERO. 

The public here expect more from a Life 
Guardsman than of the Prince's Own Guard. 
The favorite of the peg-sticking affair was a 
young fellow from the Prince’s Own. He was 
round headed, smali-featured, slim-waisted, 
with hair the color of pale mustard, while his 
eyes were a dare-devil grayish blue. He had 
a little wisp of a mustache and a neat, 
reckless, deflant set-up. He came riding at 
the peg, as if there was nothing on earth easier 
tor him to do. He never hurried any of his 
movements, although his horse moved like a 
steam engine, and he invariably flourished his 
lance twice and at the very last possible second 
would strike the peg ciean inthecenter. At 
once it would fly out and go swinging round 
his head as he sat like a man ot steel on his 
magnificent bolting bay horse. 

A MUSICAL RIDB. 

The most interesting feature of the exhibi- 
tion was the musical ride of the Horse Guards. 
Thirty-two privates of this organization rode 
in on thirty-two biack horses, The horses, as 
well as the men, were all of the same sse. I 
have never seen such apiece of military ma- 
chinery as wasexecuted and exhibited then. 
The band of horsemen went through their 
movements without A word. They 
would first divide and go through all 
the movements of a cotillion and then circle 
through the most complicated mazes of the 
most fanciful of germans. The men sat 
like statues on their black horses, while the 
band played sgbrilly, indicating the move- 
ments. The horses would change step at the 
change in the music. Sometimes the evolu- 
tions were so complicatéd thatif the horses 
had not all gone exactly the same pace and 
speed, there would have been a break and 
consequent confusion. 

WONDERFUL HORSEMANSHIP. 

One of the wonderful pieces of horsemanship 
was the drawing of a field cannon at a hard 
gallop about the arena, between certain 
marked places. An officer of artillery would 
come dashing in, followed by a fieid-piece 
drawn by six horses. There was an artillery 
rider for each team, with two mem on the cais- 
son. Earthen pote were placed about ata 
distance just wide enough to permit the 
heavy wheels to pass through without 
hitting. The thing was to drive at top speed 
and come safely through every place without 
hitting.

GIBBONS TALES. 


The Cardinal Denies an Important §State- 
ment by Dr. McGlynn. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 29.—Of all the utter- 
ances made by Dr.McGlynn in his impassioned 
statement to the press at Buffalo last Friday 
none attracted more general attention than 
that about the establishment of a papal nuncio 
at Washington. Dr. McGlynn professed to

The Pastor of the Assumption Church Passes 
an Important Milestone—Quarter of a 
Century a Priest—Solemn High Mass and 
Sermon on the Priesthood—Archbishop 
Ryan Present—Priests in the Sanctuary 
—Address From the Parish—A Pleasant 
Occasion. 


A very happy man has been Father Constan- 
tine P. Smith of the Catholic Church of the 
Assumption all day. It didn’t matter partic- 
ularly to him that itrained from sunrise, or 
that he was not in the best of health last week, 
or that he had a hemorrhage last Friday. All 
these ordinarily depressing circumstances were 
forgotten in the joyousness of the silver jubilee. 
The jubilee, then, is what has made Father 
Smith’s face a succession of smiles since 
morning. To-day his career as a priest takes 
in a quarter ofacentury. It was just twenty- 
five years ago, or on July 29, 1863, he was 
ordained a priest by Archbishop Ken 
rick. He was then 24 years of 
age. He had deen born in Ireland, 
in County Cavan, in 1838, butat an early age 
his parents emigrated to America and came 
to 8t. Louis, the future priest being then but 
10 years of age. Seven years later he begun 
his studies for the priesthood in the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Carondelet, remaining 
there from 1855 to 1859, and in the latter 
ear entered St. Vincent’s College at Cape 
irardeau, having just reach manhooa’s 
estate. Oompleti his cou he was or- 
dained by the archbishop.

Gen. Miles’ Terms to the Renegade Apache 
Indians—Twe Men Killed. 


San CARLOS, A. T., June 29.—The renegade 
Apaches have given themselves up. After two 
weeks of steady chasing the hostiles began to 
seatter and made for the reservation, nar- 
rowly escaping death or capture four different 
times. Seeing they could not escape they sent 
one ot their number in to plead for terms of 

Gen. Miles, being at San Oar- 
in person, notified them that he 


would accept their unconditional surren- 
der—nothing less. Finding it next to 
impossible to 5 they surrendered with a 
lea for mercy. During the raid the troops 
ollowed the hostiles forty-five miles over the 
roughest mountains in Southern Arizona, 
through intense heat with nowater. It was 
the sharpest, quickest and most emphatic 
campuign ever made against these Indians. 
In crossing the San Pedro Valley, the hostiles 
traveled nearly fifteen miles on tip-toe to hide 
the trail, but the Indian boy, Eaton, a gradu- 
ate of Hampton School, held the trail. Onl 
two citizens were killed and but little stock 
was stolen.

Information has been received that 
eight additional cases of yellow fever de- 
veloped during the last three days, e- 
idencing a rapid spread of the 
Gisease and giving cause for most serious ap- 
„ ers All these cases have developed 
different parte of the island, showing that 
the disease is now beyond the control of the 
health authorities and is no longer confined to 
the laboring classes. The present disease 
differs somewhat in character from yellow 
fever which has raged before, being more 
fatal, the record showing that out of torty-six 
cases up to to-day nineteen have died.

Last night at 10:88 on board his special car 
Bergen Point, ata point one mile from Peru, 
Ind., A. A. Talmage, Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Wabash Western Railway 
Company, breathed bis last. The news will be 
adecided shock to most of Mr. Taimage’s 
friends and many of his business associates, 
for there was no thought of a serious termina- 
tion to the iliness which has been troubling 
him for several months past. Mr. Tal- 
mage was a man oft fine physique 


and until recently of robust health. Within 
the last two years the constant wear and tear 
of the duties devolving upon him in connec- 
tion with the important office he filled so capa- 
bly told upon his physical system, and he has 
been subject to occasional attacks of illness 
that incapacitated him for thetime. A few 
months ago he was taken ill. He suffered a 
great deal from dysentery, and his whole sys- 
tem seemed to be unsettied. In May he went 
down to Old Point Comfort, Va., in the hope 
that the sea air would do him some good. The 
quiet and rest seemed to benefit him, and in

WELL ENOUGH TO RESUME WORK. 

Accordingly he went to New York where he 
remained ashort time, returning to St. Louis 
about June 2.

On the train there were al- 
so J. W. Jackson of Kansas City, Chief Sur- 
geon of the Wabash Western, and Dr. J. Colt 
of Litchfield, III., who has for 
twenty years ast been the Talmage 
family physician. hen some one offered to 
assist Mr Talmageto the car he said. Let 
me alone; I can walk, ‘but the effort was 
almost too much tor him. The special train 
was started out of the Union Depot and across 
the bridge on very slow time.

Personally Mr. Talmage was well liked by 
allthe employesof the road. He was a man 
of striking appearance, tall and broad- 
shouldered. His bair and whiskers were gray 
and rather curly. 

Mr. Talmage was twice married. By his 
first wife he bad three children, O. H., Harry 
and Nellie. C. H. Talmage is resident engi- 
neer of the Wabash; Harry Talmage is con- 
ductor on a Southern road, while Nellie Tal- 
mage is married to a son of Judge Brecken- 
ridge of this city. In 1868 Mr. Talmage married 
Miss Mary R. Clark, daughter of Rev. James 
Clark of Philadelphia. * her he had six 
children, one of whom died.

THE SUNDAY LAW CASES GO OVER TILL 
TUESDAY. 


The Defense Confident of Victory—Senator 
MeGinnis on the Situation—This Morn- 
ing’s Proceedings—tThe Situation Next 
Sunday. 


The case of Joseph Schnaider, arranged as 
a test of the so-called Sunday law, was called 
in Judge Noonan’s court this morning. Pros- 
ecuting-Attorney Claiborne was assisted by 
Messrs. Henry T. Kent and J. W. McKeighan, 
retained by the citizens’ committee interested 
in seeing the State victorious. For the de- 
fense, Messrs. J. C. McGinnis and J. G. Lodge 
appeared. 

Besides the defendant, Schnaider, the other 
defendants arrested last Sunday for a viola- 
tion of the law were present. These gentle- 
men were represented by Messrs. Martin and 
Fauntieroy. The court-room was crowded 
with witnesses; police officers and detectives 
who had made the arrests. A number of sym- 
pathizers with the defendants were also in- 
side the bar. The seats outside were 
crowded with a gathering of specta- 
tors’ recalling the scenes of the Maxwell 
trial, and the frequent cries of the Sheriff were 
necessary to preserve sufficient order to en- 
able the Judge to hear the attorneys, who 
stood in a circle about his railing. 

„The defense is ready in this case, Your 
Honor,’’ said Senator McGinnis. 

Mr. Claiborne, for the prosecution, after a 
short consultation with his associates, asked 
a continuation until Friday of next week. As 
aground for this it was urged thatthe State 
needed a copy of Mr. Schnaider’s license anda 


certified statement of the vote by which the 
city of St. Louis under the law of 1857 decided 
to allow the sale of refreshments on Sunday.

JAY GOULD AND RUSSELL SAGE PLAY IT 
SHARP ON THEIR PARTNER. 


The Great Cable Man Badly Squeezed on 
Manhattan—A Slick Game of Retaliation 
for Past Trickery—Field Compelled to 
Disgorge a Big Block of Stock to Gould. 


NEw York, June 29.—In regard to the sale of 
the block of 50,000 shares of Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway stock by Cyrus W. Field to Jay 
Gould, the Times says: ‘‘Jay Gould and Ras- 
sell Sage are triumphant; Cyrus W. Field’s 
scalp has been taken; Wall street has anew 
victory“ to celebrate and aboriginal sav- 
agery is once more discounted bythe Stock 
Exchange. Mr. Field made a brave fight, 
but he did not realize until the 
end came that he was to be 
struck down in the very house of bis friends. 
He knows a good many things now that he 
didn t even dream of a week ago; he has 
learned the value of professed friendship and 
declared partnership; he had seen what dollars 
and cents have to do with loyalty; he discovers 
how cheap is duplicity and double-dealing and 
downright betrayal. His feet have gone pat- 
ter, patter, patter!’’ just as Deacon Russell 
Sage prophesied they were bound to go when 
the time was ripe for the Sage and Gould on- 
slaught. 

THE CONSPIRACY. 

On information coming direct from Jay 
Gould and Russell Sage the Times chronicied 
the fact last week that that distinguished 
twain had Field’s financial discomfiture in 
view when they precipitated what amounted 
toa Stock Exchange panic by schemes that 
enabled them to get a temporary corner on 
money. Men of consequence saw through the 
Gould-Sage tactics early in the game. The 
terrific tumbling that was given Manhattan 
stock settled all questions as to the purpose 
of the precious pair; and the convictions thus 
formed were made indisputable when early in 
the panicky time of Friday, while Manhattan 
was slumping headlong down over 40 points, 
one of Mr. Field’s most prominent personal 
brokers had togo begging around the street 
for an extension on his contracts. No hint of 
this has hitherto been made public; had it 
been announced during the troublous scenes 
on the Stock Exchange 


A SWEEPING PANIC 
could not have been stayed. But the exten- 
sion petitioned for was given; disaster was 
prevented. And the man who was merciful 
and generous at the crucial moment was a 
man whom Cyrus W. Fiéld has attacked ruth- 
lessly. The generosity of an enemy kept off a 
panic then, just as the thrusts of friends and 
partners now accomplish embarrassment and 
sack him of fearful spoils. Thereis more than 
one kind of man in Wall street. Early yester- 
day morning Wall street began to bloom with 
stories corroborative ofall that the Times had 
outlined, and before noon 

THE FLOATING RUMORS 
had crystallized into the generally expressed 
belief that Field had been obliged to seek 
Gould’s favor, swapping a big biock of Man- 
hattan stock for needed money. Fifty thou- 
sand shares of stock, it was agreed, had been 
given up by Field. The first quoted price was 
$125 a share, but that rate was not long ac- 
cepted, and before business closed for the day 
it generally passed on the Stock Exchange as 
an undisputed fact that Gould had been obliged 
only to pay $90 a share for the $5,000,000 he had 
taken. Some very strenuous efforts were made 
to disguise the transaction, but before the day 


was over nobody presnmed to deny any of the 


main facts. 
WHAT ARE MR. FIELD'S LossEs? | 
That is something that nobody but him- 
self can figure out. A good deal of Mr. 
Field’s stock cost him very little. He 
picked it up half a dozen years ago when 
with Sage and Gould he carried a bear cam- 
paign to such an unscrupulous extent that 
most legitimate investors were fright- 
ened out of their stock at great sacrifices. 
But during the last two or three 
years since the stock was ballooned away up— 
10 and 20 and 50 and 75 points above par—he 
has been obliged to take on a big additionaf 
burden of the stock at the infldted price in 
order to keep the quotations safe and steady, 
and it is hardly likely that his average price 
fell under par. Sage, for certain (and Gould, 
doubtlessly}, have

at high prices. Russell Sage, for instance— 
sleek, mild-mannered, Presbyterian elder that 
he is—sold out on Cyrus over 2,500 shares of 
stock in one: lot two or three months ago at 
about 158; and to deceive Cyrus into the idea 
that he was playing faft, Elder Sage has been 
borrowing that amount of stock ever since 
rather than run the risk of detection by giving 
up the shares that stand in his own name. Mr. 
Sage says now ‘‘Oyrus still has some money 
left. Itis all wrong to report that he is dead 
broke.’’ If Mr. Field finds that his surplus is 
in any way burdensome, however, he can find 
R. Sage still in business at the old stand.
